LOOK OUT FOR BOGUS $2 BILLS. 


New Issue Out with Windom’s Picture on 
It Expected Datly in Chicago. 

No specimen of the new counterfeit $23 bill 
which turned up in Cincinnati Wednesday has 
yet put in an appedrante at Chicago banks 
or at setret service headquarters. It is said 
to be the most perfect counterfeit of a bill of 
that denomination, The secret service office 
report of last month shows that a fifth issue 
ot the $2 bill having Gen. Hancock's picture 
has appeared. The counterfeit which found 
its way into Cincinnati banks is a reproduc- 
tion of the $2 silver certificate bearing ex- 
Secretary Wiodom's picture. The Hancock 
bill was so perfect and passed 80 
readily that the #counterfeitere ran 
it through five editions, each one 
being an improvement on its predecessor, It 
is thought public attention having been di- 
rected so generally to the Hancock bill the 
counterfeiters found it difficult to sbove, 
so they turned their attéation to new 
Windom issue. The increased traffic in stores 
just prior to the boliday season is the reason 
why counterfeits are put into circulation al- 
most always at this time of the year. 

Wasaineton, D. C., Nov. 23.— Chief Hazen 
of the United States secret service today re- 
ceived from Newark, N. J., one of the most 
dangerous counterfeits seen in a long time. 
It is a $20 United States note with the Mor- 
ris head and small seal check letter D.“

ficiencies the character of the note would be 
almost impossible of detection.

VIEWS OF PRESIDENT LYMAN J, GAGE. 


Unnatural Filling Up of Circulation with 
Arbitrary ferms of Currency. 


Lyman J. Gage, President of the First Na- 


tional Bank, speaking to the subject above 
outlined, said: 

Our present position is the working out 
of the tendency which follows the unnatural 
fillmg up of our circulation with arbitrary 
and fixed forms of currency. The great 
danger of a change in the standard has led to 
a loss of gold, which is nature’s way of 
econtractmg the currency. With some 
$450,000,000 of greenbacks and Sherman 
notes outstanding the Government virtually 
owes that sum on demand. The people pre- 


| fer gold ty paper money. Even the Govern- 


ment itself does. When it offers to sell bonds 
for gold only it discriminates against green- 
backs and Treasury notes. When the Gov- 
ernment says these other forms of currency 
are not good enough to receive in payment for 
its obligations it discriminates in favor of 
gold quite as much as any banker has. In 
doing that it is doing all it can to put a pre- 
mium on gold. If reports are to de trusted 
it does even more in proposing to make a 
blacklist of those who exercise the urdoubted 
right of a creditor and demand gold in re- 
turn for government notes. In doing that 
they simply ask for the payment of an 
obligation has been carried without 
interest for many years. This issue of bonds 
is an insufficient and weak way of meeting 
the situation, but it is undoubted!y better 
than nothing at all. Something had to be 
done. The Government cou!d not stand idly 
by and see its paper go to protest. The rem- 
edy should be more thorough than a small

Let us look at the plan, method, and rea- 
son of putting the various forms of credit 
into circulation.

in iteelf quite harmiess. But it 
had another, an appalling effect. 
It raised doubts and excited fears as to the 
ability of the government to continue the re- 
demption of its issues. The suvstantial re- 
fusal by Congress to clothe the Secretary 
with the necessary discretionary power 
money intensified the 
tear at home, excited injurious sus⸗ 
picions abroad, and further stimu- 
lated the gdverse movement. With the pecu- 
liar lock which has so long attended the 
American. people the movement ceased in 
t.me toa a great calamity. We cannot, 
however, Cbunt upon immunity from a repe- 
tition of the same Movement, possibly more 
violent in form, more destructive in effect. 

„ Observe now the difference in effect of an 
outward movement of coin, did the paper 
currency cousist wholly of bank issues. To 
obtain the coin for such a movement bank 
notes would de presented for redemp- 
tion, as the greenbacks have been. 
If the coin demand proved contin- 
uous” the banks would recoup them- 
seives by calling in maturing loans. In short, 
a contraction in general its would occur. 
Under its influence prices would fall off until 
the foreign ereditors would find it more ad- 
vantageous to take commodities than to take 
coin. Thus, the movement would tend to be 
self-curative. The strain of this process 
would, under ordinary conditions, be light, 
because it would be spread over the country 
wherever banke of is-ue existed. 

* The government ought to go out of the 
currency business. The nature of a govern- 
ment issue is wrong. Ihave some doubt as 
to whether the country ie ready yet for the 
Baltimore plan. That plan is perhaps a 
scientitic solution of the problem, but as a 
practical matter it will undoubtedly meet with 
much opposition. I douot if the country 
W ready for a bank currency which 
is not based upon bonds. It seems to me that 
everything points to the wisdom uf having a 
commission of trained thinkers on this sub- 
ject appointed to consider the needs of our 
currency system.

In 
fact, in 1893 it was commonly sup 
we were to leave the gold standard forever, 
hence the panie,. oreigners have the 
greatest distrust of-our future policy and it is 
im possible for us to dispose of any securities 
on the other side. We are notin as good 
repute as Bruzil or the Argentine Repubiic in 
the financial markets of Europe. Such a rev. 
elation as has been made in the financial man- 
agementof the Atchison railroad, for example, 
is a matter from which we will not soon re- 
cover. Aud again, the disclosures made in con- 
nection with the Reading road and other such 
investments have thoroughly alarmed all pos- 
sible investors in American securities. 

„One reason, therefore, why gold has been 
going out of the couatry is that in settling in- 
ternational balances the merchandise account 
bas not been offset, but credits arising from 
a9 our securities abroad. We have been 
obliged to send out gold more freely than we 
would otherwise have done in order to settle 
our international balances, and inasmuch as 
gold is the only medium which would be ac. 
cepted in foreign countries the gold is sent 
rather than our overvalued silver. 

The dist: ust of business-men at home of 
the Treasury situation has also affected their 
attitude toward the gold reserve. Our busi- 
ness-men and bankers have been obliged to 
carry gold reserves in order to protect them- 
selves against the vagaries of our national fol- 
ly.

Another evidence of this purpose is to be 
found in the energetic action of the bankers 
of the United States at their meeting in Bal- 
timore in October. The so-called Baltimore 
plan for remodeling the issue of the national 
banks is doubtless tamiliar to every reader. 
So far as it goes, the plan seems 
to be a highly desirable one. As regards the 
immediate redemption or convertibility of 
national bank notes, it makes no change in 
existing methods. The redemption of notes 
by the issuing bank and from the 5 per cent 
redemption fund in Washington re- 
main unchanged, But as regards 
the ultimate redem pcion of the 
notes, as in the case of failed banks, a com- 
piete change is proposed. The present sys- 
tem of issuing notes on security of United 
States bonds arose from what are now quite 
obsolete conditions. They make tne issue of 
notes depend 2 the price and exist- 
ence of certain kinds of bonds. There 
is, consequentiy, no possibile connection 
between the amount of circulation demanded 
by the needs of the country and the price and 
existence of the bonds. Hence tne present 
system of issuing notes is wholiy unrelated 
to the business conditions of the coun- 
try; certainly the existing system of is- 
suing national bank notes has no economic 
justification. The Baltimore pian proposes 
instead of the bond security a security in prac- 
tically three cumulative provisions: First, a 
guaranty fund of 5 per cent of the whole out- 
standing national bank circulation; -econd, a 
I lien on ail assets of a bank; and, third, a 

len on the shareholder’s liability. Under the 
present system the notes are secured only 
by the setting aside of a special part 
of the assets in the form of United States 
bonds. Under the new system, besides the 5 
per cent guarantee fund, the notes are secured 
by a prior lien on all the assets and, condi- 
tionally, some besides of the sharehoiders’ 
liability. It will thus be seen that ulimate 
ly the security is an:ply sufficient, and no one 
will ever lose through the wmiefficienc 

of the ultimate redemption of national ban 


potes. 

“The fixing of the amount of the circulat- 
ing issue at a certain percentage of the paid- 
ups unim paired capital is oniy a harmless form 
of words. The capital is no necessary meas- 
ure of theassetsofabank. Withacapital of 
$300,000 one bank in New York hasasurplus 
ot $3,000,000, has specie in its vaults of 
about $5,000.000, and the item of business 
poner in its possession alone amounts to per- 

aps $15.000.000 or more, In nearly every 
case under tne item of loans and discounts 
the bank posses - es paper secured by collater- 
als out of proportion to its capital. Notes, 
therefore, lesued to the amount of 50 per 
cent of the capital are in most cases secured 
by assets which are out of proportionto the 
normal ¢apital of the bank.

HERE IS AN ORIGINAL SUGGESTION. 


It Comes frem Behind the Counter of the 
Illisois Trust and Savings Bank. 

A most original plan comes from B. M. 
Chattell of the lilinois Trust and Savings 
Bank. Mr. Chattell has worked out a scheme 
for currency legislation that must be admitted 
to be ingenious and entirely original. He 
says: 

The present currency system of the United 
States ie so palpably defective that its con- 
tinuance is likely to seriously menace the 
credit of our government to such an er- 
tent as to render it impossible for 
the government to maintsin. the par- 
ity between gold and silver, Attention 
has been repeatedly called to the utter worth- 
lessness of a system which necessitates the re- 
peated redemption on the part of the govern- 
ment of its fiat and silver notes in gold coin, 
such gold coin being procurable only by 
increasing the national debt through the issu- 
ance of gold loans. 

“We have been going on in our present 
way in the hope that the foreigners, who were 
the first to point out the weakness of our sys- 
tem, who were the first to take alarm, 
and who were not slow in returning to us 


the foreigner’s 
It is quite clear that unless we should have 
unexpectedly favorable trade balances during 
the next year or two, which w permit im- 
pometons of the yellow metal, we cannot 
ope under our present system to strengthen 
the national Treasury sufficiently to restore 
the lost confidence. 

** Recognizing the necessity of retiring the 
outstanding United States notes, amounting 
to about $346,000,000, and Treasury notes 
of 1890, amounting to about $152,000,000, 
in ali about $498 000, 000, which are the in- 
struments with which the national Treasury 
is being continually depleted of ite gold 
reserve, and rea:izing that the refunding of 
this unsecured debt, would be a matter of 
great difficulty, besides envormousiy increas- 
ing the burden of interest charges, and in or- 
der to relieve the government of the ny 
of furnishing gold, and to throw suc 
transactions into the banks, where 
they naturally belong, and thereby give the 
gavernment an opportunity to accumulate 
sufficient reserve, and give it time to make 
good its pledges to maintain the parity be- 
tween gold and silver, I would suggest the 
igllowing plan: 

_ “ The existing laws and regulations govern- 
ing national banks shall be amended so as to 
provide, in addition to the present circulation 
based upon government bonds, for a circula- 
tion based upon United States notes, 
Treasury notes of 1890, gold coin 

gold certificates, for an amount eqguai 
to but not exceeding fully paid 
up, unimpaired capital of all the national 
banks, That is to say, every national bank 
should be induced to take out circulation 
equal to its ful paid up capital stock. In 
order to induce banks to take out sufficient 
circulation to make this plan a success it is 
suggested that the government bear all the 
expense of issuing, redeeming, and expressing 
ail bilis issued under this act, and that in 
addition, the Government will pay the 
national banks a premium. of 1 per cent per 
annum on the average amount of its circula- 
tion. It is estimated that if the gov- 
ernment will grant such: inducements, 
this new bank circulation, which may 
be styled national legal tender notes, will 
within a brief period, absorb and supplant all 
of the United States and Treasury notes now 
outstanding, aggregating $498,000.000, and 
virtually retund the unsecured indevtedness 
at a rate of interest approximating 1 per 
cent per annum, whereas the government is 


now issuing its loans upon a 8 per cent basis. 


“This plan contempiates that atl national 

banks shail keep in their reserves gold coin 
to an amount not less than 25 per cent of the 
paid up capital of such bank, and 
that the government shall keep a 
gold reserve of not less than 25 
per cent of the vr hk pp of circulation, 
based upon the deposit of the United States 
notes and Treasury notes. The bank bills is- 
sued under this pian of circulation should be 
deciared lega tender for all publie and private 
debts and be redeemable at the issuing bank in 
gold coin of the United States of the present 
weight and fineness ; tne government to pledge 
the redemption of such circuiation within 
twenty years, with the option to redeem at the 
expiration of every five years all of such por- 
tion of the outstanding circuiation in gold as 
may suit its convenience and to decrease the 
premium ot 1 per cent allowed the banks of 
issue, if, in the judgment of the Treasury 
officials, such action seems warranted by ex- 
isting conditions. ;

HOW TO BE VICTORIOUS IN 1896. 

The speech made by ex-Speaker Reed night 
before last at the Boston Home Market club 
dinner was devoted in part to pardonable 
erultation over the great victory just won and 
in part to sensible advice as to the future 
policy of the party. 

Not having before his eyes the fear of the 
infinitesimal editors and of played-out 
**statesmen bo did not say that it was the 
duty of the Republican party to begin an- 
nouncing that its creed was summed up in the 
simple words, Reéuact the McKinley law,“ 
and to keep on repeating it for the next two 
years. He did not say that the party should 
throw away the fruits of victory by prescrib- 
ing a test of loyalty calculated to drive off 


hundreds of thousands of Republicans and to 


recall from the tents in which they are now 
sulking Democrats who would not vote 
on the 6th of November because they could 
not vote for the Wilson-Gorman bill but who 
are ready to go to the polls to vote against 
the McKinley bill, Mr. Reed said: 

We have had a mighty victory, the greatest in 
the history of our ccuntry. It was won, not by 
our orednization but by our principles. But. 
great as our victory is, there is a greater which 
we must win. By our wisdom, moderation, and 
good sense we must so govern this country that 
the great questions of the next six years may 
have as noble a solution as the great questions of 
their day had at the hands of the great Repub- 
licans who preserved the Union, upheld the honor 
of the Nation, and gave the people thirty years 
of peace, prosperity, and progress. 

„ Wisdoni, moderation, and good sense.“ 
These words are golden. To achieve victory 
the extremists, the ultras, and the fanatics 
must be kept where they can do no mischief. 
If the people are informed that the blunders 
of 1890 are to be repeated, and that the Re- 
publican party has learned nothing while in 
exile, they will feel it incumbent on them to 
repeat the lessons of 1800 and 1892. 

There are editors in Illinois and elsewhere 
who think that because the Republican party 
won—without any assistance from them worth 
speaking of—a gfeat victwry in 1894, there- 
fore it can do whatever it pleases and yet tri- 
umph in 1896 and proceed to lavish post- 
offices and gaugerships on the aforesaid edit- 
ors, who have begun dividing the spoils in an- 
ticipation.

Victories responsibilities, and our vie- 
tory is so great that it probably means responsi- 
bility for many years. Of those many years 1 
shall not now speak. If we have wisdom for two 
years we will ‘be trusted for more. This country 
is in favor of the doctrine of protection. [Mr. 
Reed says * protection,” and not McKinileyism. } 
How, then, can we utilize this victory, make it 
permanent, and give to this country a return of 
the prosperity of past years? [“ Prosperity.” not 
syndicates and Carnegies.} We must educate 
the people of this country up to the full meas- 
ure of wisdom in this matter. During the next 
two years this country needs the services of every 
man who has the slightest morsel of truth in pos- 
session 


It will be seen that Mr. Reed does not ad- 
vise a proscriptive policy. He does not think 
the Republican party so strong. in spite of its 
recent overwhelming victory, that it can af. 
ford to reject the services of any man—least 
of all that it can say to the hundreds of thou- 
sands of men who believe in moderate but 
not in prohivitory protection, that the party 
thinks it can get along without them. 

He counsels moderation, not excess. Mod- 
erate protection elected Garfield. Prohib. 
itory protection defeated Harrison. Mr. 
Reed, preferring victory to defeat, tells the 
Republicans to follow that middle road which 
the people favor and which they have so often 
rebuked the politicians for not pureuing. 
This is sound advice. If the party adheres 
to it during the next two years, instead of 
trotting around with a McKinley chip on its 
shoulder, darmg the Democrats to knock it 
off, it will win, If it falls into the hands of 
the prohibitory protection zealots and of 
those politicians whose brains are even 
smaller than the small offices they long for, 
only Demecratic blunders can save the Re- 
publicans.

THE POLICE INVESTIGATION. 
The testimony in the trial of the seven 


stationed in the Seventeenth Pre- 


policemen 

cinct of the Twenty-fourth Ward on election 
day is of the most significant character and 
sustains the charge of neglect of duty, besides 
pointing clearly to the fact that they neglected 
their duty because they were instructed to do 
so. Although scores of witnesses. besides the 
victims themselves saw the Market street 
thugs using slungshots, billies, and the butt 
ends of revolvers on Ald. Currier, Frank Gil- 
bert, Frank Hamlin, and other citizens, 
policemen who were present came forward 
and deliberately swore that they saw no vio- 
lence of any kind. The following evidence 
shows how Officer Weil, for instance, failed 
to see any disturbance: 

Q.—Did you see any disturbance at the polls 

while ad — were there? A.— No. sir. 

Q.—See anybody assaulted? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—See anybody arrested while you were there? 
A.- We took a couple of them in the wagon. 

Q.—Did you assist Officer MoGrath in arresting 
the fellows who wers doing the slugging? A.—I 
didn’t see any slugging or anything else there. 

Q.—Did you hear such a name mentioned as 

“Tindall? A.—I heard some kind of a name. I 
don't know anything about the affair. 

Q.—Did you make any report to your superior? 
A.—I did not have any occasion to make any re- 
port because I only went out with the wagon. 

Officer Abbey was there also when Mr. Gil- 
bert was pommeled and knocked into the 
street, and yet he saw nothing of it. Police- 
men Murphy and Nichols knew nothing of 
any Gisturbance. Does Chief Brennan think 
that men who cannot see thugs assaulting citi- 
zens right before their eyes are fit men to be 
on the force, whose duty it is to protect citi- 
vous from just such violence? 

But the testimony went further than this 
and established the fact that the police were 
acting under instructions from some one, Mr. 
F. W. Moore, who saw the whole trouble 
which the police could not see, testified as 

follows: “I asked the officers why they did 
not use their clubs on these ruffians, and they 
said they had received instructions not to 
strike unless it was to prevent murder.“ Ap- 
parently also they had received instructions 
not to see these same ruffians when they were 
committing these outrages. It is possible that 
Officer Murphy might have thrown some light 
upon this infamous dusiness if he had not 
been prevented by his superior officer, who is 
conducting the trial. When asked by Attor- 
ney Williams why he did not use his club to 
drive back the thugs who were assaulting 
people Attorney King, representing the police, 
objected to the question and Chief Brennan 
sustained it. Supposing Officer Murphy on 
another occasion when he was not engaged in 
the interests of Hopkinsism had seen 
thugs assaulting a peaceful citizen and 

bad failed to draw his club and drive 

‘them off, does any one imagine that 
Chief Brennan would have failed to dismiss 
him instanter from the force, or that he would 
have objected to such a question on the trial? 
The action of Brennan in objecting to the 
question was in contempt of justice and fair 
play. It was an attempt to throttle investi- 
gation for which Mayor Hopkins should dis- 
miss him, and Mayor Hopkins would dismiss 
him were not Hopkinsism at stake in this 
trial. 

The investigation, so far as it has pro- 
gressed, will convince every rational person 
not only that the police should be taken out 
of politics but that the poltroons should be 
taken out of the police, and that the superior 
officers who instructed men not to do their 
duty should be dismissed without any useless 
ceremony. It shows the necessity of having 
men on the force who have some higher idea 
of their duty than standing around when citi- 
zens are assaulted by thugs and failing to see 
anything, or merely asking the thugs not to 
do so, when they ought to smash some of 
their worthless heads. It is high time the 
police were taken out of politics when the 
police in potitic. means license to thugs, bul- 
len, and ward heelers to club and slug and 
shoot without interference on any hand from 
the men whose duty it is to protect citizens 
from such assaults. 


SHALL ONE PARTY DISS ANOTHER PARTY! 
The junior Democratic organ says: 


A Republican organ wants the election laws of 
the State amended so as to make the State Cen- 
tral committee supreme in all election contests 
prior to polling. 

This is a proposal to legalize and facilitate 
political corruption. It is a proposal to deprrve 
the mass of men belonging to both great parties 
of their rights beyond the margin that a small 
body called the State Central committee shail 
allow them. It is a proposal to abolish home 
rule, Itisa en to deprive parties of popular 
government. 


What does the Seales organ prefer? Why, 
that a handful of officeholders belonging to 
the party in power l have the right to 
nominate candidates for the party to which 
they do not belong and whose defeat they 
hope for; that they, if Democrats, shall 
dictate to the Republicans the persons for 
whom they shall vote; and that they shall 
have the power, under the pretext of a con- 
test, to say that the men who were fairly and 
legitimately selected by a Republican conven- 
tion shall be thrown out and that other men 
whose merit in Democratic eyes is that if 
elected they may be induced to vote with the 
Democrats may be put on the ticket in their 
stead, 

To permit this to be done 1s to deprive the 
mass of men belonging to the great party not 
in power of all their rights except the small 
margin that the smal! boards of officeholders 
of the other party,called State or county boards 
of review, may allow them. If the members 
of a party must be bossed they would rather 
be ruled over by their own men belonging to 
their own organization than by those con- 
nected with a rival party. The Republicans 
of Illinois would much sooner have their con- 
vention disputes arbitrated by their own State 
Central committee than by some Democratic 
officeholders, 

An ounce of fact is worth a ton of theory. 
Ot course a State Board of Review ought to 
be non-partisan. In theory it is. There were 
disputes in two of the Senatorial districts of 
this county. The State Central committee 
investigated and speedily made up its mind 
as to who were in the right. Its conclusions 
met with the approval of the great majority 
of the real Republicans of the two districts. 

The Attorney-General, Secretary of State, 
and Auditor, three impartial' Democrats, 
tvok it upon themeelves to pass on these two 
eases. They arrived at conclusions dia- 
metrically opposed to those of the commit- 
tee. They decided in favor of the legality of 
contestants who were looked on with sus- 
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ported as saying that one of the most impor- 
tant features of the new Spanish tariff will be 
its dealing with United States trade with 
Cuba, which trade was seriously affected by 
that feature of the new American tariff abol- 
ishing reciprocity treaties, The Spanish Gov- 
ernment. does not seem to be animated by the 
same severe retaliatory spirit that is marking 
the action of Germany, the latter country be- 
ing reported to favor the exclusion of our 
seeds and dried apples, as well as our cattle 
and beef, and the imposing of teste that will 
effectually exclude others of our products. 
All this is to be regretted, but Americans have 
no right to blame the government of those or 
other countries which may be disposed to re- 
taliate on us for the summary abolition of 
our reciprocity treaties and. arrangements 
with them. 

The conduct of the Democrats in this mat- 
ter marks the depth of meanness or of incom- 
petency, or both. Their deliberate reversal 
of a policy that had been adopted by their im- 
mediate predecessors and found to work ex- 
ceedingly well, with a prospect of immese ex- 
tension, must have been dictated by a shame- 
ful desire to belittle the Harrison administra- 
tion in the eyes pf the world or by the grossest 
ignorance of what was calculated to benefit 
the American people in trading with those of 
other nations. It is charitable to suppose the 
latter was the principal reason for the change 
of policy by which were abolished at one stroke 
the amicable relations which had been built 
up with several countries largely through the 
efforts of James G. Blaine. 

So, on the showing least unfavorable to 
themselves, the Democrats stand self-con- 
victed of sheer inability to act for the good 
of the people, as well as of not knowing how 
to raise a revenue sufficient to meet the cur- 
rent expenditures of the government. Liter- 
ally they have burned the candle of American 
prosperity at both ends. They made a big 
cut in the duties payable on imports of goods 
from abroad and sadly reduced the ability of 
the people to buy those goods or any other, 
while by the same mistaken stroke they re- 
duced to the smallest possible dimensions the 
etisting inducements to several other coun- 
tries to take the products of our fields, 
mines, forests, and factories in exchange for 
goods which we want to consume and do not 
produce at home. They set out with a deter- 
mination to abolish thie reciproeal trade, and 
supplant it by free trade with countries whose 
export products largely consist of things which 
we produce ourselves and do so with no more 
hours of human labor than are required for 
the production on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic, where the wage scales are far less than ours. 
They have carried out the former part of the 
policy “ with a vengeance, while confessing 
themselves unable to effect as much of the 
latter as they promised, though more than 
sufficient to bring a semi-paralysis upon the 
business interests of the country, They have 
invited retaliation by the governments, the 
treaties with which they abolished, and not only 
have inflicted vast damage, but have brought 
a blush of shame to the cheeks of every true 
American citizen, because our people well 
know that the conduct complained of cannot 
be justified. Ithas no apology. It simply 
was a mean, sneaking, miserable piece of work 
which the foreigners cannot be blamed for 
resenting, and especially nät as the procedure 
was so high handed and arbitrary that it may 
be regarded as adding insult to injury. 


NOT A POLICY OF ISOLATION. 

In response to an address of welcome on 
his landing at Southampton Mr. Thomas F. 
Bayard, the American. Ambassador to Great 
Britain, said: 

He was far from believing the true meaning of 
the results of the election should be construed as 
an approval of the spirit of what is known as Mc- 
Kinleyism, which, be added, is a policy of isola- 
tion of American industries from any participa- 
tion or community in the rest of the world. 

This suggests the old remark to the effect 
that it is hard work te get a man to tell the 
truth, especially when he is a veteran poli- 
tician. What the recent election shows is that 
the people of the United States do not want 
the protective system to be so much cut down 
as to affect injuriously the wage scale of the 
republic and the current prices for the neces- 
saries of life. It shows that they do not want 
the city markets so badiy hurt as to injure 
the farniers by making the city folks unabie 
to buy their grain, live stock, and the vegeta- 
bles, ete., which some of the farmers raise for 
market, 

The people of the United States do not 
want a policy of isolation, nor did they vote 
for that the 6th of this month. On the con- 
trary, they wish to trade freely with the peo- 
ple of any other nation which has something 
we have not got and want. They would much 
prefer that this should be the kind of trade 
which comprises buying and selling by each 
party to it. They want to buy thmgs which 
would not compete disastrously in our mar- 
gets with goods produced here, and to pay 
for them with produce and other merchan- 
dise which we can spare from our own sur- 
plus of production. The American people 
want a tariff which will prevent undercutting 
of our wage scale on the one hand, and 
prevent the formation of trusts and 
syndicates on the other hand by let- 
ting in goods freely from abroad the 
minute that prices on the home product were 
unduly ralseed by trust manipulation. The 
people would like in such cases to see foreign 
competitive goods paymg duties and thus 
helping the revenue till the back of the com- 
bination was broken. But so long as goods 
that are wanted for consumption here can be 
produced by our people with about the same 
number of hours of labor as are required in 
some other country they prefer that the 
American toiler shall be protected in pro- 
ducing them at fair American wages and a 
fair profit te the manufacturer and merchant. 
On other things which must be produced here 
at a disadvantage or not at all, owimg to pe- 
culiarities of climate, ete., our people would 
prefer to make reciprocal! trade ar : 
with countries which will supply mu 
and take from us in return 
ha ve to sell. 

The people repudiated Carnegie se 
election, and they also repudiated 
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that Col. Davis is of full age and can speak 


for himself, and that, as.far as the editor of 
Tun Tarnunm is concerned, Scott would do 
better to flrst find out whether his vote was 
desired before refusing to give it, 

According to Scott Tun Tau “held 
aloof when the battle was in doubt,” The in- 
tellectual food of the inbabitants of Wayne 
County, which is in the southeastern part of 
the State, ig probably supplied by the St. 
Louis and Louisville papers. It is rather out- 
side of Tun Tatsune’s sphere of influence. 
This may be the reason why Scott exhibits so 
much ignorance concerning Tun Trisunsz, If 
he had been a reader of Tue Tau and 
capable of judging he would have been com- 
pelled to admit that the weakest editorial 
printed by it during the late campaign were 
stronger for the Republican cause than the 
ablest speeches made by him while he wa 
„ husthng” around Wayne County. 

Scott says he prefers candidates who make 


-speeches. Cullom made fifty or sixty. Hence 


he professes great respect for Cullom. But 
while Scott was talking at some cross roads 
to two or three dozen people and telling them 
what they should do politically Taz Tarmvunz 
was daily addressing audiences of from 100. 
000 to 200,000 men composed of Illinoisans 
and voters of Indiana, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Michigan, Minnesota, and other States. Its 
arguments reached more voters than a thou- 
sand such stumpers as Scott of Fairfield and 
produced far more effect. The man who 
takes off his coat and cravat and shouts and 
perspires for an hour or two before a few 
score people is apt to exaggerate his impor- 
tance and his influence in making votes and 
to think the election was carried because he 
bellowed and ran about for one party or the 
other. And of that sort Scott is a good 
sample, 


SPECIAL ASSESSMENT REFORM. 

The new Corporation Counsel, John M. 
Palmer, has announced his intention to 
formulate some changes in the State laws 
governing the matter of special assessments. 
He has not studied the matter sufficiently to 
know just what changes he will recommend, 
but is heartily in sympathy with the taxpay- 
ers who wish to be relieved from extortion in 


the future, To this end he has arranged for. 


conferences with members of the committee 
which is investigating the outrages that have 
been perpetrated on property-owners in the 
matter of special assessments in recent years. 
It may be taken for granted that they will 
post him intelligently so that there is room to 
hope for a thorough reform in the methods 
of the department. 

The formulation of a bill and ite passage by 
the Legislature will take time. It is highly 
desirable that during such time there may be 
no repetition of the steals that have been the 
rule. The committee of the Real Estate 
Boatd, which has been instrumental in ex- 
posing the miserable extortion, is fully awake 
to this point, and is endeavoring to secure a 
temporary suspension of the indiscriminate 
ordering of special assessments. It asks that 
the Common Council shall retrain from 
ordering any public improvements during the 
next three months, unless such are desired 
by a majority of the property-owners inter- 
ested or such improvement is deemed by the 
Commissioner of Public Works to bea pub- 
lic necessity. 

This is a point that ought to be pressed 
right home. The department has proven 
itself unworthy of confidence, though it is 
fair to presume it would now hesitate to put 
through noturiously gigantic steals after the 
exposures which have been made, The Coun- 
cil should not allow it todo any more than is 
absolutely demanded by conditions, not by 
contractors, till such time as the requisite 
changes are made, limiting thé work of the 
department to something ‘like fairness to the 
people who have to foot the bills. To this end 
it is desirable that all property-owners now in 
the city shall have an opportunity to sign the 
petition being circulated to the Council ask- 
ing that all orders for special assessment im- 
provements shali be stopped until March 1 
unless upon petition by a majority of front- 
age owners. 


On another page Tun Taisunss presents re- 
ports of interviews with numerous prominent 
bankers and some business-men of this and 
other cities in regard to the currency problem. 
The subject ig one of peculiar interest just 
now, as it is understood the forthcoming mes- 
sage of President Cleveland will be largely 
devoted to a discussion of the currency ques- 
tion, and either recommend a specific plan or 
press on Congress the advisability of ap- 
pointing a special commission to mature one 
for adoption by the government, With one 
exception all the gentiemen interviewed agree 
that something should be done speedily, 
and that the action ought to be a rad- 
ical departure from present methods, Sev- 
eral think well of the Baltimore plan, a syn- 
opsis of which was given in Taz Tamm of 
the 16th inst., but do not believe that the peo- 
ple would have sufficient confidence in a bank 
circulation that had not bonds for a founda- 
tion, The idea is entertained by several that 
Congress ought to authorize an issue of sev- 
eral hundred millions in bonds at a low rate 
of interest, which the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury should have the power to issue in case of 
necessity. Some of them think the provision 
would furnish such u safeguard that there 
would be no necessity for actually putting 
out the bonds. The bankers of Omaha are

DEMAND FOR ANIMAL HEAD SOARFS. 


A Orase for Them Is On, and Some Have 
Diamond Eyes and Cost $300. 

The demand for fur neck scarfs this season 
is said to exceed any ever before known. And 
all of them must have animal heads. In fact 
some cf the women want the animal heads 
without the animals. They use the heads in 


place of buttons to fasten their coats and 


cloaks. But the greatest call is for the neck 
scarfs. 

Four years ago the first of these scarfs were 
— upon the market, and they lay on the 

ealers’ shelves throughout the sea<on, says 
the New York Sun. The next year they began 
to be worn, and the fashion spread rapidly. 
Taking the tide at its flood the fur dealers, 
almost before the trees showed the first tints

furs as the winter’s rage. are now be- 
ing led on to fortu ie. More of the scarfs ave 
being manufactured this season than were 
made in all the four previous years ther. 
range ail the way from $1.50 to 
$ „some of the scarfe having animal heads 
at both ends and having diamonds for eyes. 
But the heads are not the skulis of the ani- 
mals whose hides cover hem. No process of 
treating the skulls has been found satisfactory. 
There is danger of bad odors. Then, too, it is 
possible to utilize some skins to better pur- 
poze by fitting them to heads not exectly on 
the lines of the originais. So the busi- 
ness of manufacturing heads of  ceilu- 
loid, and composition has grown 
to large proportions. The composition 
heads are patented. The upper part of 
the head and the lower jaw are cast in. molds 
filled by hand and pressed in hand-screw 
presses. The tongue and the smaller teeth 
are wade at the same time, and the long, 
pointed front teeth, made of pulled ceilu'oid, 
are putin afterward. There are projections 
for the ears and hoies for the eyes, The two 
jaws are fitted together on a wire spring and 
the head is sent to the furrier, who covers it, 
puts the eyes iu, and makes up the scarf, or 
the collarette, or the brea-t-loop for wraps.

really a garnet found in the Ural Mountains. 
It is known as olivine and is strikingly ei- 
“fective, 

*Turquois, which leaped to sudden favor 
last year, is gomg out of fashion, and for an 
excellent reason. It is really nota precious 
stone, though it will always find admirers 
among blends and is especially suited for 
young girls. Tbe trouble with it is that it 
requires to be kept with great care. Grease 
or even a few drops of cologne will turn the 
color to what @ woman would call ‘a nasty 
green. and there is no way of restormg it. 

„ Pearis will always be among our most 
precious jewels. A fine pearl is one that is 
perfectly spherical and without a flaw even so 
much as might have been made by the prick 
of a No. 10 needle, and it will havea rich sheen 
like satin. Such a pearl will never discolor 
and will stand almost as rough usage as a 
diamond. A pearl is like a human tooth, It 
is covered with three layers similar to enamel, 
So long as these ure intact it is not easily in- 
jured; butoncelet the enamel be pierced 
ever so slightly and decay sets in. Black 
pearis are much worn this season. They are 
rich but inconspicuous ornaments.”’ 

The revival of interest in the First Empire 
has suggested the imperial wreath as a design 
for a brooch.
